THEOLOGICAL EDUCATION SUNDAY 


“From all our seminaries comes the word: largest student group in many years. 
If this continues, our Church will be filled to overflowing. This is good for there 
is a great shortage of clergy; there are more vacancies in parishes and missions 
now than at any time during the war. 


“But as welcome as men are to the seminaries the increased enrollment means 
increased costs. Even now at one seminary the yearly cost of educating one man for 
the ministry is $2200. The student is required to pay $550 of this amount, the 
school is responsible for the rest. The school is responsible! That is exactly where 
the Church has been satisfied to let the responsibility rest. We have had seminaries 
in this country for about 130 years. During all that time they have depended on 
gifts and bequests from a few individuals; the Church in effect told the seminaries 
to forage for themselves. . . . 


“Adequate support for the seminaries is of strategic importance; inadequate 
support means necessarily inadequately trained men. . . . The Church needs 
men of high ability and thorough training. As the Presiding Bishop said: ‘it is 
largely determined whether we are to have for clergy littie men of small vision 
who can perform conventional acts or men of intellectual and spiritual capacity and 
depth who in the name of Christ can meet effectively the needs of our time'.” 
“The Witness”

As last year St. Martin's will play its part in the various interdenominational 
services and activities planned for the observance of Lent in the “Hill.” 


The first event, actually before Lent, will be on Shrove Tuesday, March 1. 
The United Churchwomen of Chestnut Hill have arranged for a meeting to be held 
at the Presbyterian Church at 8:00 p.m. which will be addressed by The Rev. 
O. Frederick Nolde, Dean of the Mt. Airy Seminary and a member of the Executive 
Committee of the World Council of Churches. Dr. Nolde, who has just returned 
from Geneva, will speak on the “Universal Declaration of Human Rights” adopted 
by the United Nations. 

The First Friday in Lent has been traditionally the World Day of Prayer. The 
arrangements for Chestnut Hill's observance have this year been under the chair- 
manship of a member of this Parish, Mrs. Edwin Burrell. There will be a service 
in Christ Lutheran Church at 11 o'clock for women, which will be led by Mrs.

On the Wednesdays in Lent, including Ash Wednesday and Holy Week there 
will be a half hcur noonday service at St. Paul's as last year, with a splendid list of 
preachers, which will be in next week's Parish News. On the five Wednesdays 
between Ash Wednesday in Lent the Missionary Study Program will be conducted 
at St. Paul's starting at 10:30. Each week's discussion will be led by a panel of five 
made up of one member from each of the cooperating parishes. 

I do hope that members of St. Martin's will help to make all these meetings 
the success they deserve to be by attending regularly. i

RECTOR'S MESSAGE 


Enclosed in this Parish News are cards with our full Lenten Program both 
as a Parish and as a Community. The major change from other years is the sub- 
stitution of the Tuesday evening “Study Program” for the Wednesday evening 
services. As an innovation, I am asking all of you to check on the cards the services 
or classes that you will try to attend regularly, tear off the first half, sign it and 
place it as part of your offering on the alms bason at any service on Ash Wednesday 
or at the latest the First Sunday in Lent. Additional cards may be obtained from the 
table at the back of the Church. 

I am doing this, because I firmly believe that all of us need to get straight in 
our minds what it is we hope to accomplish by the observance of these “great 
forty days.” Lent can be a bore and a nuisance, the attempt to add to an already 
too full schedule, and the giving up of this or that just for the sake of giving it up 
or for the satisfaction that comes from boasting to our neighbors that we have 
given it up, observances carried out because it is traditional to do so, that have 
little or no meaning, and which we give over with a sigh or relief, come Easter. 
But if Lent is to have real meaning, if it is to be, as it was originally meant to be 
a period of intensive training for the “soldiers and servants of Christ” that we 
claim to be, if it is to be a period of honest preparation for Easter so that we can 
keep the great feast with true joy and gladness, with a livelier sense of what God 
in Christ has done for us, 1 am convinced that it is necessary for all of us to do some 
fairly thorough evaluating of our daily lives, and some reorganization of our daily 
habits, so that we may “live more nearly as we pray.” 

I do not believe that we can live a truly Christian life, unless it is based on a 
fairly set routine of habits, governed by a definite schedule, not left to the appear- 
ance of the proper "churchy" feelings. And all of us need aids to the establishment 
of those habits. “Our bounden duty is to follow Christ, to worship God, every Sunday 
in His Church, and to work and give and pray for the spread of His Kingdom.” 
Basically as in every other department of our life the fulfillment of that duty is 
dependent on our habits and until we have built up habits of regular Church atten- 
dance, regular prayer, regular study, and regular participation in the activities of the 
fellowship, we fall short of what is our responsibilities as soldiers and servants 


of the Master.

Those planning to come to the supper are asked to make reservations on the 
enclosed postcard at once. The program will start approximately at 7:45 if you 
are unable to come to the supper, and the evening will close with a “hymn sing” 
and short service in the Church. 


RECTOR'S MESSAGE 


I was so struck by Allen Clark's "Sermon" in his "Home Prayers" two weeks 
ago, that I want to pass it on to all of you. 

Here in New England, on December 21st, the sun edged up over the wintry 
horizon at 7:25 a.m., and then slipped down behind the western hills at 4:31 p.m., 
after a short day of nine hours and six minutes. On March 2nd (Ash Wednesday) 
the sun will be up at 6:34 a.m., and will not set until 5:51 p.m., giving us eleven 
hours and seven minutes of daylight. That is where "Lent" got its name, for the 
"Lencten fasten” was the church season that came in the time of lengthening days. 
So the true meaning of Lent is the season of growing daylight. Now is the time to 
plan to make your Lent a season of increasing light! 

First, more light in your praying. Many of us get into a rut, praying the small, 
small prayer day after day. We need the light of bigger souls than ours, so Lent 
is an excellent time to memorize a few prayers, such as the ones on this page, or 
others from the Book of Common Prayer, or your devotional book. Learn several; 
and then always begin your private devotions by saying one of them. You will 
pray more wisely and more in Jesus’ spirit, if your praying is so lighted by great 
prayers. 

Second, more light in your thinking. With radio and television at our disposal, 
at the touch of a button, we get lazy about our thinking. Take your New Testament 
this Lent, and read one of the gospels through thoroughly, asking yourself — what 
did Jesus talk about most? What did He mean by "sin"? What kind of people did 
He choose for friends? Or take a current best-seller, like Lloyd Douglas’ “The Big 
Fisherman,” and live through the stormy, wonderful life of Peter with his Master. 
Get some memorable biography out of your public library — Trudeau, St. Francis, 
Mahatma Gandhi, or Lincoln. See that your thinking this Lent is lighted by kindled 
lives. 

Third, more light in your listening. Stop turning on the radio by the hour, 
blaring out its oily commercials and its sticky-sweet soap-box dramas. Pick out a 
few programs that will leave you warmed and lighted and refreshed — a morning 
watch, a United Nations broadcast, a piece of great music. Or take telephone-listening 
—when Gossipy Gertie rings you tomorrow morning, brimming over with the 
latest secondhand neighborhood fairy tales, have your wits about you, and think of 
some good reason why you have immediate business elsewhere. Then call up some 
one else, whose mind travels in sunlight rather than the sewer, for a few minutes’ 
chat. You don’t have to listen to every thing, or every one. See that your listening 
is lighted by a Christlike spirit. 

Plan your Lent that way. What happens? Where there is more Light, there is 
always growth. The lengthening days bring spring on earth. The increasing light 
within you will bring growth in your soul — and Easter will be Spring with you!

RECTOR'S MESSAGE 


At General Convention, meeting in Phila- 
delphia in 1946, our Church pledged the 
organization of United Non-Roman Christian- 
ity to aid the distressed nations of the world, 
Church World Service, that it would take as 
its share of the load $1,000,000 for three years. 
We may be proud that our Church has over 
subscribed that share in each of the past two 
years. 

This year our Church is joining in a united 
effort to raise the total $10,000,000 for Church 
World Service, of which the Presiding Bishop’s 
Fund for World Relief is our part, on Sunday, 
March 27. The night before, Saturday, 
March 26, between 8 p.m. and 9 p.m. there will 
be broadcast one of the greatest single programs 
in the history of radio. Called “One Great Hour” it will be heard over every one 
of the 1,092 stations of the major networks, CBS, NBC, ABC and Mutual, plus 
hundreds of non-network stations. The basic structure of this program will be 
dramatized true life stories of the many vitally important types of work now being 
done through Churches and Church organizations in Europe and Asia. The program 
will feature great names, great living drama, and great music. It will give to an 
audience of some 50,000,000 listeners a clear idea of just why contributions are so 
necessary right now for the overseas work of the Presiding Bishop’s Fund for World 
Relief and those united with us in Church World Service. It will show to America 
and to all the world, just how great is the power generated when all the participating 
Eastern Orthodox, Protestant and Anglican Churches work together for a great 


common cause. 
St. Martin’s has done exceeding well on the two former efforts and I am 
confident that we will keep up our record this year.

AN ORGAN FOR A BARRACKS CHURCH 


In Dunkirk, on the very beach where the desperate battle was fought, there 
is a living story of the new hope Christian Churches in America are giving to the 
people of Europe. There, for Dunkirk's 30,000 people, Church World Service 
placed a temporary house of worship that had once been an army barracks. And to 
this barracks church they sent a young Methodist minister. At first the people came 
to their church for refuge, for bread and soup and care for their sick. Then they 
came to worship. And on each succeeding Sunday, as the people learned to hope 
again, the beloved hymns would ring louder across the beach of Dunkirk. 

Then a Church in America sent an organ. They placed it near the wooden 
table that is their altar, and it made the Church seem almost a cathedral. But none 
of them knew how to play the organ. Their disappointment was great. One day 
the minister of Dunkirk spoke of the unplayed organ to a friend of his, a Presby- 
terian minister in a neighboring town. And now every Sunday, the Presbyterian 
minister finishes his morning services and walks ten miles to Dunkirk to play the 
organ for his Methodist friend's congregation and then walks the ten miles back 
for his evening services. 

'The Barracks Church at Dunkirk is the center of both work and worship. For 
the Christian faith, the Churches of America and thetwo pastors helped these people 
to find, has given them the courage to plan and build again their homes and farms 
and businesses to build a better and a happier future. 


ORDINATION 


On Saturday, March 19, Bishop Hart will ordain the Rev. Robert Sheeran, 
deacon, to the priesthood in St. Martin's at 10:00 o'clock. This service is the cul- 
mination, long hoped and prayed for, of the course of the first candidate for Holy 
Orders to come from this Parish, and an occasion for great rejoicing on the part of 
the whole Parish, and we hope that there will be a goodly congregation of St. 
Martin's people to wish Bob Sheeran Godspeed, and that he will be in all our prayers 
throughout this coming week. 

The sermon will be preached by the Rev. Edmund B. Wood of St. Timothy's, 
Roxborough, the candidate will be presented by the Rector, and the Litany will be 
read by the Rev. Vincent F. Pottle, of the Philadelphia Divinity School. 

It was hoped that our former Rector, Dr. Lewis, would be able to be the 
preacher at this service, but he has had a severe heart attack, and is confined to his 
bed. The prayers of the congregation are asked for his recovery. 


RECTOR'S MESSAGE 


Do not fail to listen to the Radio Pro- 
gram, “One Great Hour,” sponsored by 
Church World Service on Saturday night, 
March 26, at 8 p.m. And do not fail to 
remind your friends to listen too, no mat- 
ter what Church they belong to. Of the 
total $10,000,000 that it is hoped will be 
given as a result of this united appeal, the 
share of the Episcopal Church, which we 
call the Presiding Bishop's Fund for World 
Relief, is one million dollars. Again the 
Diocese of Pennsylvania hopes to give its 
10% of the total, $100,000. 

The work of Church World Service has 
shifted its emphasis in the last two years. 
Right after the War, the immediate and 
pressing need was direct relief — food, 
clothing, shelter for starving, dying mil- 
lions. Thank God, the need for that kind 
of relief has greatly abated. From the first, 
however, Church World Service knew that “Man cannot live by bread alone.” With 
the first shipments of food and clothing went food for starved souls, Bibles, and 
testaments, barracks churches, supplies for destitute pastors. A hungry belly is 
filled more easily than a soul that has been warped and beaten by years of terror, 
anxiety, and rootless wanderings, but the essential need of the starved soul is greater 
than the starved body. It is easy to answer the cry for bread. It is dramatic. The 
results of the answer are quick to show. It is harder to see the results of feeding 
souls. All of us fall easily before our Lord's first temptation — "Command that 
these stones be made bread.” It takes greater imagination than many people possess 
to see the wisdom of His answering quotation “Man does not live by bread alone, 
but by every word that proceedeth out of the mouth of God.” 

It is to this far more important part of rehabilitation that Church World 
Service is now calling us. I know that our Parish has the imagination to see the 
vital necessity of the need, and that it will respond generously.

FOR TOMORROW’S CHRISTIAN READERS 


“It is like losing every single thing you own in a fire. When you start in all 
over again, you find the simplest things are almost indispensable.” 


So wrote a theological student in Europe, thanking the church in America that 
had sent Bibles and books and paper and pencils to his school. 


When a worker from the American church visited this school soon after the 
war, he found one building of the formerly great school still standing among 
bomb-wracked ruins. He found one drafty, unheated room filled with thirty young 
men who were listening to their teacher, a clergyman who had been blinded by 
flying mortar during the raid. 


Yes, they lacked the simplest things. They had two pencils among them, a 
small stack of carefully hoarded paper, one Bible and one prayer book which had 
been only singed in the fire that followed the bomb. 

Yes, they were working so intently in that cold room because the need for 
Christian leaders in Europe is too great for delay. The clergy were not spared the 
ravages of war. Many priests and ministers were killed on the battlefronts or, like 
the teacher, wounded severely. Many were taken prisoners of war. And many went 
into exile with other Displaced Persons. 

By sending supplies, by helping to rebuild schools, by sending teachers and 
by helping to repair and operate the idle religious printing presses, the Churches 
in America are helping to strengthen and expand the vital work of the Christian 
ministry in Europe.

RECTOR'S MESSAGE 


The special services for Holy Week, recorded in the “Calendar” are the same 
that we have had for the past few years. They can be worthwhile or not, according 
to the use we put them to. They can be a step forward or a step back in our spiritual 
growth. If by them we learn to see more vividly that the prayer “Grant that we, 
walking in the way of the Cross, may find it none other than the way of life and 
peace” is not merely a pious phrase but an expression of an underlying law of 
human nature, so that God may “grant us grace to take joyfully the sufferings of 
this present time, in full assurance of the glory that shall be revealed,” then we 
have gotten a firmer grip on what life is all about and will be better able to live, 
not only a happier, but a more useful life. If our eyes are fixed on Good Friday, 
and our hearts torn by the sufferings of the Master, if we allow ourselves to be 
worked up in a state of vicarious emotion of pity and sympathy, we do damage not 
only to ourselves, but to our Lord’s cause. The danger that Western Christianity 
has opened itself to in too many instances is that its object of worship is the torn 
and battered body hanging in agony upon the gallows, an object of pity, a symbol 
of despair and defeat, and not the glorified and Risen Christ reigning from His 
throne, and so would seem to teach that suffering and defeat were in themselves 
goods to be desired, and not that they are instruments through which victory may 
be won. It has taught a religion of submission and resignation, and has not been 
a challenge to the forces of evil. It has made Good Friday its great day, and for- 
gotten Easter. So then our prayer must be “Assist mercifully with thy help, O Lord 
God of our Salvation; that we may enter with joy upon the meditation of those 
mighty acts, whereby thou has given us life and immortality.”

RECTOR'S MESSAGE 


The message, the gospel, the good news that the first disciples carried out into 
the surrounding world of Jews and pagans was not that a wonderful man who had 
spoken words such as never man had spoken, who had given men such an example 
of how to live as had never before been seen, who had healed and cured and suc- 
cored the sick and the diseased and the needy, had been shamefully entreated and 
put to death. That could not have been called good news. They proclaimed that 
this same Jesus, had by His Resurrection proved that He was in truth the very 
Son of God and that His Resurrection had set the seal on the fact that “God so 
loved the world that He gave His only begotten Son to the end that all that believe 
in Him should not perish but have everlasting life.” That because of His death and 
Rising again, men need no longer fear life, with its troubles and turmoils, its pains 
and distresses, so that too often it seemed but a “tale told by an idiot, full of sound 
and fury, signifying nothing.” Nor need they fear death, and its entrance into a 
vast unknown. Life in Christ, had purpose, meaning, and made sense, and death 
was to be with Him, its terror torn away. 

Unless we have, in some sense, experienced what those first disciples did, 
through our “meditation of those mighty acts” of Holy Week, we cannot appreciate 
the tremendousness of the meaning of Easter. Easter can be the thanksgiving and 
praise for the return of the seasons, a rejoicing that Spring has come again, that 
God has not forgotten His people. In that we are one with all peoples from the 
beginning of time. But that is not the Christian Easter. Christ rising from the dead, 
is the promise that out of defeat and disaster, out of despair, God brings in His 
Victory, and that we who are His, mo matter how small and unimportant we may 
seem share in that Victory, and that our lives have a place and a part in it.

RECTOR'S MESSAGE 


May I take this opportunity to fulfill my duty required by the rubric at the end 
of the Office for the Visitation of the Sick in the Prayer Book: “The Minister is 
ordered, from time to time, to advise the People, whilst they are in health, to make 
Wills arranging for the disposal of goods, and, when of ability to leave bequests for 
religious and charitable uses.” 


The Vestry is anxious that the endowment funds of our parish should be added 
to from time to time. During the past year two bequests have been given by 
Mrs. Valentine Holman and Miss Christine Ross, and it is hoped that others will 
follow their example by making bequests to our fairly small endowment funds. The 
Diocese is also very anxious to receive similar gifts for the endowment of the 
Episcopate. Although we have one of the oldest of such funds, it is one of the 
smallest in the National Church. 


Another matter which seems to crop up again and again, though of very minor 
importance— 'How does one address a clergyman?” The element of confusion is 
caused by the fact that “Reverend,” like “Honorable,” is an adjective, and should 
not be used as a noun, as “Bishop” or “Senator,” is used. Correct usage demands 
the article "the" before it, and either a title or first name or initial between it and 
the last name, e.g, "The Rev. Mr. or Dr. Smith, or the Rev. John Smith.” In 
addressing the clergyman he is simply Mr. Smith, unless he has earned or been 
awarded a Doctor's degree, when he is Dr. Smith, or he is a Roman Catholic or 
High Episcopal Church, when Father Smith is proper. In the Anglican Church an 
Archbishop is Most Reverend, a bishop, Right Reverend, a Dean, Very Reverend, 
and archdeacon, Venerable and some wits would have the scheme continued to 
candidates for Holy Orders who would be "Nearly Reverend.” 


It isn’t really very important, and if you must call him Rev. Smith or even 
Rev., he may squirm inwardly, but he will probably answer you.

THE MEANING OF THE ASCENSION 


“Man is not deserted by God, or he would go down in a convulsion of evil 
that would reduce the world to chaos and leave only a few gibbering idiots to 
wander over the ruins. This ‘discreditable incident on a minor planet’ which we 
call history would be over. No! On this wayside world has been enacted a play 
which angels must watch with amazement. The God of this unknown, terrifying 
universe trod this earth as a man; and though his body was murdered, still as the 
God-Man he ministers to human nature, never leaving nor forsaking it, never for- 
swearing his kinship with it, wrestling and struggling within it until it is redeemed 
and becomes what God meant it to be. By Christ’s union with man his holy nature 
seeps through our foulness, cleanses and restores it. This is what John meant by 
this word: “The blood of Jesus (the very nature of Christ) cleanseth us from all 
sin. Thus and thus only are men saved, and to be saved means to be delivered 
from that final separation from God which the New Testament calls death, and 
which may involve such deterioration that man ceases to be a personality 
at all. In eternity, where time is not, the redemption is achieved already. 
We, poor victims of the time prison, say ‘It continues, and that ‘It will go on.’ 
Words fail us here. But he has spoken it in a deed. He has saved the world, is 
saving it, will save it, whichever word you choose. But there is no denying the 
deed. A Cross was raised up on a hill outside an ancient city. On that Cross was 
one who was both God and Man. What God was once He is now and forever. His 
reaction to sin once in His reaction to sin always. . . . That Cross was an event in 
history. But it is the translation into terms of history of an eternal fact. It 
was a deed done in time. But it was a deed of eternal significance, a promise and a 
pledge of endless loving, backed by the very nature of God. In that deed the mind 
finds rest. At the foot of the Cross, the troubled stricken heart finds peace.”

At the Vestry meeting on May 18, the Property Committee, Mr. Charles Wood- 
ward, Chairman, reported that the Houston Memorial Window has been com- 
pleted, and was inspected in the studio of Mr. W. H. Burnham, in Boston, last week 
by himself and the Rector, and that it will be installed in time that it and the two 
side chancel windows may be dedicated on Trinity Sunday, June 12. In order to 
do this there will have to be scaffolding in the chancel for the two preceding 
Sundays. 

'They also reported that all the leaded glass in both Parish House and Church 
had been inspected, that all glass needing replacing or strengthening had been 
attended to and the work would be completed by May 22. That the carpentry work 
necessary about the buildings was being done, that the roofers were already at work 
in replacing drain pipes and slates, and that the outside trim on both buildings 
would be painted as soon as this other work was completed. 


The Vestry voted, after inspecting the wall of the North Transept to proceed 
with the experiment of painting out the black lines in the walls of the transepts 
and the clerestory during the summer.

RECTOR'S MESSAGE 


This Sunday will be the last time that the Choir sings for us until fall. We 
are glad to report that 12 of the boys will be going to Camp Carson, the camp of 
the YMCA of Germantown, for two weeks and we hope that they will return 
to us in the fall with even more music than they have rendered this year. Last 
week was the closing service of the Church School, and the awards given are listed 
elsewhere. The Women of St. Martin have closed their workroom, the vestry has 
held its last meeting before the fall, the congregations have fallen off considerably. 
In other words summer is here. 


The foregoing does not mean that God goes on a vacation, even if we do, nor 
that our religion should be any less meaningful even though the pace of our living 
has slackened. Summer affords a grand opportunity to experiment with family 
religion — trying out methods of family prayer, family Church attendance, home 
Bible reading, etc., etc., and gives father a chance to share more readily in the 
religious nurture of his children. Religious training can be accomplished only in 
the home. Church School is auxiliary, not a substitute. This is because Christianity 
is a practical doctrine expressed in a way of life in relatiónships with others, and the 
home is the natural place for its development. Were it simply information, it could 
be done in Church School. Since it is not by any means simply "book-larnin' ” the 
Church School must fail without the home. 


Each child in the Church School above the kindergarten will be given a card 
containing Bible readings, prayers, and a Church attendance record. These could 
very well be made the basis of a family service of a Sunday if Church is out of reach. 
In any case 1 hope that they will be used in each of our homes this summer, and that 
ways and habits may be developed while the pressure is off that can be continued 
in our families throughout the year. 


And may you all from the youngest to the oldest, find refreshment and health 
and joy and peace together this summer, all one family “in the Lord.”
